Every known varfety of geese and ducks, not |
excepting the renowned canvas-back, Is to be
found here in profusion. Bwans, oranes,
poelicans, herons and all the big and little
swimmers and waders offer themselves to the
sportsmen in the tempting innocenes of a
primeval wilderness, From the first day of
March until the Inkes are closed by oo the
wilers are thronged with birds. Of course,

he full and the spring ae the shooting sea- |
wons, and the game s anmolested during its |
breeding time.  The month of Mareh ol the
first woek of April, and from the Hrst of Ce
tobwer to Christooss, are the periols during
which it b= proper to hunt waterfowl,

The Tull season offers the best opportunity,
The bLirds that bave bred in the lakes are
jolned by an innumerable Might from morse
northern regions,  There is practically no
limit to the feeding grounds.  These are lo-
cated n the northern portion of the strip of
sanid-hillx that cut across the north west corner
of the state.  Over o territory thirty miles
wide and & bundred miles long are seattersd
hills and valleys of small dimensions and
regular lvr:-gl;luri!_\'. The entire surface is
underladd at o certain depth by an uninters
rupted sheet of water,  In almost every val
ley it« level is above all slight depressions,
which have become bodies of water varying
in siee from a few feet across to miles in
length and width, They are shallow and
permanent, and from their very nature pro
duce the vegetation and reptile and insect life
that afford sustennnce for waterfowl, The
water {8 shullow, o lake of ten acres bwing
often necossible in every part to the hunter
equipped only with knee waders, while u..-[
same v true of the borders of the lnrger ood
fos of water, 1o muny cases the potd or lnke
ix n vast fleld of roeds nnd marshies niter nted
with open spaces.  The larger lakes are dot-
ted with Islands and with masses of luxuri-
ant reeds, atfording the most perfect cover
for the hunter. Here the amateur is in his
elomont. He ean shoot & big bag without
trouble, and he can learn more of the habits
of game in o day than elsewhere in n month,
A single trip to these grounds will ke him
a veteran,  For the veteran hunter, this reg-
fom Is simply an elysinm With his boat, his
dog, his decoys, his tent, his companion, he
can spend a senson that will pxcond his wid-
est drenms or most extravagant wishes  To
get the best of it he will want all these.

The way to got there is to tuke the Burling
ton & Missouri River Rallroad, from Cholin,
Lineoln oF Grand Islana,  Buy your ticket to
Alliance, n brisk little town  just boyond the
hills. 1t is the only pince where you can des
pend upon getting o team, or supplving any
deflorency  in your outfit.  From Allianee a
few miles south or east will bring  you to the
huating-grounds. It you desire to stop at
one of the many ranches in the hills, you ean
do so nt practically no expense,  But the bet-
ter method s to go equipped with tent, bed
ding. Lont—though the lntter is not necessary
—foudd, n few utensils and ammunition, A
team from Allianee will haul you to any part
you desire, and you w ill Aind it both agrecable
to yoursell and your temporary neighboms to
pitch your tent by n ranch or s settler's house,
Do not forget fuel, for there I8 not a stick of
timber in the bills,  To this shaple outfit you
